A MASTER CRIMINAL. » 
BEGGAR'S HOARD INCLUDES 
ROYAL TREASURE. 


_o ‘ Vieyna, June 6th. 

According ta‘a message from 
Bucharest, the poire of Kishinev, 
in Bessarabia, ‘hove ~ arrested 
Leonides Adazki, o° well-known 
beggar in the town, who posed as 
& cripple with only: one foot and 
afflicted by a bad illness. Envious 
competitore, however, anjormed the 
police anonymously that he wis 
only a humbug. | : 
‘So he was arrested and imprison- 
ed, and his. two dwelling places 


|} were searched. It was discovered 


that he was the head of o gang of 
thieves wha had obeyed him blindly 
for years, burgling wealthy houses 
and plundering jewellers. Ho never 
took any‘ personal part ‘in thoee 
expeditions, but,he alyays organ- 
ised the businees in hand, and that 
with surprising cleverness. In order 
not to call attention to himself he 
posed as a beggar. : 

Tt was found out that he owned 
four safes at various Bucharest 
banks.- ‘Those ‘have deen opened 
by the authorities, but it is doubt- 
ful if they, contained more than.a 
fraction of his booty; for some 
valuable ‘treasures, including bonds 
and stocks estimated’ at £60,000, 
were discovered in a aumber of 
hiding places. These include o 
golden cigarette. case, with a de- 

ication engraved :inside: .“‘ To the 
Austrian Ruler, by Emperor Wil- 
helm,”’ dated 1908. ‘The enamelled 
portrait of the latter is shown set 
in large diamonds. Other objects, 
consisting of magnificent pearls, a 
dagger with ‘a sapphire hilt, and 
several bags-filled with all kinds of 
jewellery, have also been, found. . 

When the police dug up the court 
and cellars of the mean house in 
which Adazki lived they found two 
more private safes containing for- 
eign securities snd precious objects. 


Adazki is an-Atmenian from Con-j- 


stantinople, where he was a jewel- 
ler... He had to flee 'from the capi- 
tal eeveral years before the war, at 
the time,of the Armenian persecu- 
tions. Several years after the wat 
he settled down at Kishinev. He 
suffers from tuberculosis, and bis 
incessant cough and ~ insignificant 
appearance have aroused an almost 
general sympathy among hie vic- 
tims, A number of his chief accom- 
plices have been arrested. at
